Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of 
fiepr-senta’rtes,  of  tie  United  States  of 
Ameflc  \ in  Congress  assembled,  That 
the  inhabitants  ol  the  territory  of  Orleans 
1>-,  and  they  are  hereby  authorised  to  form 
lor  themselves  a constitution  and  state 
government,  and  a-sume  such  name  as  it 
may  deem  proper;  with  the  provisions  and 
upon  the  conditions  hereinattcr  ineil- 

tinned. 

S-c  2.  A nd  be  it  further  enacted,  That 
said  state  ‘hall  be  composed  of  ail  that 
part  of  the  terri'orv  or  country  ceded  un- 
der tins  name  ot  Louisiana,  by  the  treaty 
in  ide  at  Paris  on  the  thirteenth  day  ot  A- 
f i ii,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  three, 
between  the  United  Stales  and  Fiance, 
row  contained  within  the  limits  of  the 
territory  ol  Orleans, except  that  part  lying 
cast  ol  the  liver  Iberville  and  a line  to  be 
drawn  along  the  middle  of  the  lakes  Mau- 
repas  and  Pontchartrain  to  the  Ocean, ^ 

Sec.  3 And  be  it  further  enacted.  That 
ail  free  male  citiisens  of  the  United  States, 
who  shall  have  arrived  at  the  age  of  twen- 
tv-onc  years  and  resided  within  the  said 
territory,  at  least  one  year  previous  to  the 
day  of  election,  and  shall  have  paid  a ter- 
ritorial, county,  district  or  parish  tax; 
and  all  persons  h iving  the  legal  qualifica- 
tions to  vote  for  representatives  in  the 
general  aflVmbly,  or  the  territory  thereof, 
be,  and  they  are  hereby  authorised  to 
choose  representatives  to  form  a conven- 
tion. who  shall  be  apportioned  amongstthe 
several  counties  districts  and  paiishes, 
within  the  territory  of  Orleans,  in  such 
manner  as  the  legislature  of  the  said  ter- 
ritory shall  by  law  direct.  The  number 
of  the  representatives  shall  not  exceed 
sixty  ; and  the  elections  for  the  represen. 
tatives  aforesaid  shall  take  place  on  the 
third  Monday  of  Septembcrnext,  and  shall 
be  conducted  in  the  same  manner  as  is 
now  provided  by  the  laws  of  the  said  ter- 
1 itory  for  electing  members  for  the  house 
c!  representatives. 

fee.  4-  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That 
the  members  of  the  convention,  when  du- 
ly elcctfel,  be,  and  they  are  hereby  author- 
ised to  meet  at  the  city  of  New  Orleans  on 
the  fu  ll  Monday  of  November  next,  which 
convention,  when  met,  shall  firft  deter- 
mine, by  a majority  of  the  whole  number 
rieettd,  whether  it  be  expedient  or  not  at 
that  time,  to  form  a Constitution  and  state 
government, for  the  people  within  the  said 
tenitory,  and  if  it  be  determined  to  be  ex- 
pedient, then  the  convention  shall  in  like 
manner  declare,  in  behalf  of  the  people  of 
the  said  territorr,  that  it  adopts  the  con- 
stitution of|the  United  State:;  whereup- 
on the  said  convention  shall  be,  Ind 
hereby  is  authorised  to  torn’  a constitu- 
tion and  state  government  for  the  people 
ot  the  said  territory.  Provided , The  con- 
stitution to  be  formed,  in  virtue  of  the  au- 
thority herein  given,  shall  be  republican, 
and  consistent  with  the  constitution  of  the 
United  States;  that  it  shall  contain  the 
fundamental  principles  of  civil  and  reli- 
gious liberty  ; that  it  shall  secure  to  the 
citizen  the  trial  by  jury  in  all  criminal 
cases;  and  the  pnvilcge  of  the  writ  of 
habeas  corpus,  conformably  to  the  provi- 
sions of  the  constitution  of  the  United 
States  ; and  that  after  the  admission  of 
t lie  said  tenitory  of  Oilcans  as  a state  in- 
to the  Union,  the  laws  which  such  a state 
may  pass,  shall  oe  promulgated,  and  its 
records  of  every  description  shall  be  pre- 
served, and  its  judicial  and  legislative 
written  proceedings  conducted  in  the  lan- 
guage in  which  the  laws  and  the  judicial 
and  legislative  written  proceedings  of  the 
Unired  States  are  now  published  and  con- 
ducted: And  provided  also.  That  the  said 
convention  shall  provide  by  an  ordinance, 
irrevocable  without  the  consent  of  the  U- 
ni(cd  States,  that  the  people  inhabiting 
the  said  territory  do  agree  and  declare, 
♦hat  they  forever  disclaim  all  right  or  title 
to  the  waste  or  unappropi  iated  lands,  ly- 
ing within  the  said  territory  ; and  that 
the  same  sh  ill  he,  and  remain  at  the  sole 
and  entire  disposition  of  the  United  States  ; 
and,  moreover,  that  each  and  eve  ry  tram 
of  land,  sold  by  Congress,  shall  be  and  re- 
main exempt  from  any,  tax,  laid  bv  the  or- 
der of  or  under  the  authority  of  the  state, 
whether  for  state,  county,  township,  par- 
ish, or  any  other  purpose  whatever,  for 
the  rertn  of  five  years,  iiom  and  after  the 
respective  days  of  the  sales  thereof;  and 
that  the  lands,  belonging  to  persons  resid- 
ing without  the  said  state,  shall  rever  be 
taxed  higher  than  the  lands  belonging  to 
persons  residing  therein;  and  that  no 
taxes  shall  be  imposed  on  lands  the  pro- 
perty of  the  United  States.  Ar.dthat  the 
river  Mississippi  and  the  navigable  rivers 
and  waters  leading  into  the  same  or  into 
the  gulph  of  Mexico  shall  be  common 
highways  and  forever  free,  as  well  to  the 
inhabitants  ol  : he  said' state  as  to  other 
citizens  of  the  United  States,  without  anv 
tax,  impost  or  duty  therefor. 

Sec.  5.  And  be  it  further  enact  d.  That 
in  case  the  convention  shall  declare  its  as- 
sent, in  behalf  of  the  people  of  the  said 
territory,  to  the  adoption  of  the  constitu- 
tion of  the  United  States,  and  shall  form 
a constitution  and  state  government  for 
the  people  of  the  said  territory  of  Orleans, 
the  said  convention  as  soon  thereafter  as 
may  be,  is  hereby,  required  to  cause  tube 
transmitted  to  congress  the  instrument, by 
which  its  assent  to  the  constitution  of  the 
United  States  is  thus  given  and  declared, 
and  also  a true  and  attested  copy  ot  such 
constitution  or  frame  of  state  government, 
as  shall  be  formed  and  provided  by  said 
convention,  and  if  the  same  shall  not  be 
disapproved  by  congress,  the  said  state 
shall  be  admitted  into  the  Union,  upon  the 
same  footing  with  the  original  states, 

Mr.  JOHNSON  said  he  had  listened  to 
the  objections  against  extending  the  right 
of  seif  government  to  the  territory'  of 
Orleans  with  great  anxiety.  So  long  :,s 
the  measure  was  subject  to  modification 
and  amendment  (said  lie)  I felt  disposed  to 
remain  silent.  Rut  the  question  now  pre- 
sented is,  shall  the  bill  pass — by  which  the 
territory  will  be  authorised  to  form  a state 


government  upon  certain  conditi.  ns.  The 
conduct  of  the  United  States  towayds  tli.s 
territory  has  been  magnanimous,  liberal, 
geuerotis.  The  condtlft  of  the  people  de- 
served it.  This  disposition  on  the  part  of 
the  United  States  ha&creatod  in  that  p ••• 
pie  a love  .of  independence,  and  a conti- 
nence that  every  reasonable  request  would 
be  complied  with.  These  people  ask  a 
favor — what  is  it?  The  power  to  erect 
themselves  into  an  independent  state.  Is 
this  unreasonable?  Is  it  unnatural  that 
freemen  should  seek  the  right  of  political 
setf-goi eminent  at  their  expence,  and  not 
ours?  Da  they  present  a paper  in  one  hand 
and  a threat  in  the  other?  No,  sir,  they 
approach  you  as  respectful  memorialists 
asking  a favor  and  not  even  demanding  a 
right.  What  reasons  of  state  then  have 
we  to  disappoint  the  just  expectations  of 
this  important  territory?  Yhe  principles 
of  every  state  constitution  in  the  Union, 
the  political  creed  so  often  professed  on 
this  floor,  the  sentiments  of  freedom  as  of- 
ten expressed,  and  the  articles  of  the  feA- 
eral  constitution  which  circumscribe  our 
powers,  all  unite  to  enforce  the  claims  of 
this  ten  itory  to  state  sovereignty.  I can- 
not, I will  not  therefore  withhold  my  sane 
tion  from  the  wishes  of  these  people,  Bv 
a change  of  Conduct  on  mv  part,  I will 
not  be  instrumental  in  changing  to  enmity 
the  deep  rooted  attachment  of  these  peo 
pie  to  this  country,  and  our  republican  in- 
stitutions. The  30th  day  of  April,  1303. 
the  United  States  acquired  the  territory  of 
Louisiana,  the  Ot  leans  being  a part,  by  a 
convention  entered  into  with  France  at 
Paris,  which  convention  was  ratified,  by 
the  President  of  the  United  States  and  the 
Senate,  and  the  Congress  made  provision 
for  the  purchase  money . The  people  of 
the  Orleans  Territory  have  been  incorpo- 
rated into  the  Union  by  purchase  and  a 
doption,  and  are  entitled  to  all  the  rights 
of  American  citizens.  The  3d  article  ot 
slid  treaty  specifies — ‘‘That  the  inhabi- 
tants of  Louisiana,  the  ceded  territory, 
shall  be  incorporated  into  the  Union  of  the 
U.  States  and  admitted  as  soon  as  possible, 
according  to  the  principles  of  the  federal 
constitution,  to  the  enjoyment  of  all  the 
rights,  advantages  and  immunities  of  ci- 
tizens ol  the  United  States."  We  are 
thus  solemnly  bound  by  compact  to  admit 
this  territory  into  the  Onion  as  a State,  as 
soon  as  possible,  consistent  with  the  con- 
stitution of  the  United  States.  What 
principle  of  the  constitution  will  be  viola- 
ted by  their  admission  into  the  Union  as  a 
state?  In  fact,  we  are  bound  by  the  prin- 
ciples of  the  constitution ; we  are  bound  to 
the  people  of  the  United  States;  we  are 
bound  by  conscience;  and  we  are  bound  by 
a still  more  sacred  tie  to  Hint  who  gave 
us  independence  to  extend  the  blessings  of 
liberty  to  these  people  whenever  it  is  prac- 
ticable. But  the  undefined  limits  of  this 
territory  hav»  furnished  ground  for  serious 
objections.  The  western  and  southern 
boundary  remain  subjects  of  dispute  be- 
tween the  United  States  and  Spain,  and  it 
is  apprehended  that  it  will  produce  a col- 
lision with  a foreign  power  to  erect  this 
territory  into  a state.  The  ingenuity  of 
the  gentleman  from  Connecticut  has  dis- 
covered this  difficulty,  but  his  information 
has  furnished  an  answer.  The  present 
state  of  things  will  prove  the  reverse  of 
this  position.  Why  has  not  the  territorial 
government  produced  this  collision  with  a 
foreign  power?  The  territorial  adminis- 
tration has  extended  as  far  to  the  west 
and-  the  south  as  will  be  given  to  the  state 
government ; the  state  sovereignty,  as  to 
the  extent  of  country,  will  be  given  in  the 
very  same  words  in  which  the  territorial 
sovereignty  has  been  exercised  without 
war  with  a foreign  power.  Sir,  the  dan- 
ger is  ideal — and  the  imagination  should 
not  be  employed  to  embarrass  with  ground- 
less fears  upon  a subject  of  so  much  mag- 
nitude. But  I will  prove  the  objection 
groundless — whether  a territorial  or  a state 
government,  the  dispute  as  to  boundary,  if 
it  does  exist,  is  a national  dispute  to  be 
settled  by  negociation.  In  the  year  1782 
the  United  States  and  Great  Britain  enter- 
ed into  a provisional  treaty.  In  the  first 
article  Great  Britain  acknowledges,  for 
the  first  time,  the  sovereignty  and  inde- 
pendence of  the  United  States;  and  in-tlie 
second  article  the  boundary  is  fixed  be- 
tween the  British  provinces  and  the  U. 
States.  In  the  year  1783,  Great  Britain 
and  the  United  Stalesentercd  into liie  trea- 
ty of  peace  which  ended  the  war  of  the 
revolution,  and  in  the  second  article,  the 
boundary  lines  between  ;the  U.  States 
and  the  British  provinces  are  inserted  in 
conformity  to  the  provisional  article  upon 
that  subject  in  1782. 

In  the  2d  article  it  is  stated,  that  the 
eastern  boundary  between  the  U.  States 
and  the  British  provinces  should  be  formed 
by  a fine  drawn  along  the  middle  of  the 
river  St.  Croix  from  its  mouth  in  the  bay 
of  Fundv  to  its  source,  and  thence  to  the 
high  lands  which  divide  the  waters  of  the 
St.  Lawrence  and  the  Atlantic.  Subse- 
quent to  the  date  of  the  treaty  of  peace, 
doubts  arose  as  to  the  source  and  run  of  St. 
Croix,  as  intended  by  the  treaty.  Two 
waters  were  known  by  the  same  name, 
which  is  not  unfrequent,  and,  as  was  to  be 
expected,  Great  Britain  contended  forthe 
'♦ver  which  would  give  them  the  most  ter- 
1 itory,  as  did  the  United  Slates  for  that 
water  bearing  the  name  ef  St.  Crsix  that 
would  extend  the  limits  of  the  U.  States. 
This  dispute  arose  from  these  facts  and  re 
mained  unsettled  until  the  year  1 794,  w hen 
Jay’s  treaty  was  entered  into,,  and  by  mu 
tual  agreement  commissioners  were  ap- 
pointed to  receive  testimony  and  finally 
settle  upon  the  trim  boundary  between  the 
two  nations,  which  was  done,  without  pro- 
ducing war  or  without  the  state  bordering 
on  the  «iver  St.  Croix  objecting  to  such  a 
proceeding.  I have  an  example  still  more 
in  point,  and  which  must  be  known  to  this 
Hi  use,  and  with  the  power  of  Spain,  the 
very  nation  who  disputes  the  boundary  of 
the  Orleans  territory  to  the  west  and  south. 

I mean  the  unsettled  and  undefined  limits 
of  Georgia  to  the  south  and  westbordering 
on  the  Spau ish  provinces  of  East  and  West 
Florida,  and  which  was  a subieet  of  dis- 
pute between  Spain  and  the  United  States, 
until  the  treaty  of  1795  with  that  power; 
the  2d  article  of  which  treaty  defines  the 
boundary  between  the  state  of  Georgia 
and  the  Spanish  provinces  of  East  and 
West  Floi  ida ; and  by  the  3d  article,  com- 
nrm&icnen»  wei  e appointed  to  run  the  line 
mid  fix  tilt  boundary.  Until  this  treaty 


witli  Spain,  of  1795,  it  is  well  known  that 
Spain  had  possession  of  Natchez  and  seve- 
ral other  places  in  the  territory  of  tiie  U. 
States,  and  the  Spanish-  troops  and  gover- 
nor were  accordingly  removed.  This  I 
presume  should  satisfy  us  upon  this  head. 
Every  treaty  in  your  statute  books  proves 
the  practice  of  nations  in  settling  contro- 
versy. These  several  treaties  to  which  I 
have  adverted  have  embraced  a vast  va- 
riety of  subjects  of  dispute.  The  subject 
of  contraband  goods,  the  definition  of  a 
blockaded  port,  the  dutieaupon  merchan- 
dize and  tonnage,  are  dispRes  of  a com- 
mercial kind,  which  nations  settle  by  nego- 
ciation  and  war,  and  in  character  there 
is  no  difference  in  commercial  and  in  terri- 
torial disputes.  Sometimes  a dispute  inav 
embrace  a few  acres  of  soil  unimportant 
in  any  point  of  view,  and  less  important 
than  many  commercial  rights — at  other 
times  a territorial  dispute  may  rise  to  im- 
portance as  embracing  a most  valuable 
tract  of  country.  In  v.hich  cases  some- 
times the  dispute  may  differ  as  to  its  in- 
trinsic importance,  but  not  in  its  charac- 
ter; anti  this  nation  will  not  so  far  consult 
tiie  wiil  of  any  other,  as  to  keep  iu  politi- 
cal chains  any  portion  of  our  citizens. 
This  dispute  may  exist  until  the  present 
generation  shall  be  grey  with  age. 

But  the  people  ask  11s  for  the  right  of 
self  government,  and  we  grant  it  upon  con- 
ditions which  makes  it  a great  favor  to  us 
that  the  Orleans  territory  will  become  a 
state  upon  those  conditions.  The  accept- 
ance by  these  people  of  these  conditions  is 
the  highest  evidence  of  their  worth  and 
merit.  In  12  months  these  people  amours 
ting  to  60,000  souis  could  demand  of  you 
as  a light,  what  is  asked  of  you  as  a favor: 
The  1st  condition  prescribed  is,  that  the 
public  lands  belonging  to  the  United  States 
shall  ever  remain  exempt  from  taxation. 

I lus  would  have  been,  a source  of  great 
revenue  to  this  people,  and  which  could 
not  have  been  considered  unreasonable 
if  taxed, -as  the  lands  belonging  to  individu- 
als. 2d  condition  is,  that  all  the  legislative, 
judicial  and  executive  proceedings  shall  be 
carried  on  in  the  English  language.  The 
acceptance  of  this  condition  proves  their 
love  for  liberty,  their  willingness  to  sacrifice 
prejudices  at  the  shrine  of  independence. 
They  arc  willing  to  destroy  the  only  re- 
maining vestige  of  French  nationality,  the 
French  language,  that  we  may  not  only'  be 
one  in  sentiment,  one  great  family  in  prin- 
ciples, but  in  language,  habit  and  external 
appearance.  It  is  a great,  sacrifice;  one 
w hich  they  ought  to  make,  aod  one  worthy 
alone  of  freemen.  For  the  great  purp’oses 
of  liberty  they  are  not  only  willing  to  lose 
as  soon  as  possible  the  language  of  Fiance, 
but  recollect  it  is  the  language  of  their 
fathers  and  mothers.  It  is  the  language  of 
their  native  country—AVbat  becomes  of 
the  denunciations  which  we  have  heard 
against  these  people,  and  the  charge  of 
disaffection?  The  charge  is  groundless, 
the  imputation  is  without  foundation.  It 
has  been  contended  on  this  floor,  that  the 
people  of  this  territory  can  never  be  admit- 
ted into  the  Union  as  an  independent  state, 
and  that  they  mist  remain  in  a state  of  pol- 
itical vassalage.  In  article  the  till,  section 

the  3d,  of  the  federal  constitution  it  is 
stated,  that  new  states  may  be  admitted 
by  the  Congress  of  the  United  States  into 
this  Union.  Here  the  absolute  power  of 
admitting  states  into  the  Union  is.given  to 
the  Congress.  If  this  power  is  given  to 
the  people  of  the  United  States  in  Con- 
gress assembled  ay  what  fiat  are  the  peo- 
ple of  the  vast  purchase  of  Louisiana  to  be 
deprived  of  their  freedom  l Bv  what  law 
of  nature  are  they  to  be  held  in  political 
bondage  ; and  by  what  article  in  the  con- 
stitution are  these  people  disfranchised  ? 

I envy  not  the  spirit  which  dictated  this 
sentiment  of  galling  chains.  It  was  dicta 
ted  by  a spirit  of  hatred  to  France  and 
Frenchmen,  and  not  by  that  spirit  of  inde- 
pendence which  should  be  cherished  by  11s 
all.  But  they  are  Frenchmen — that  is 
theirctime.  They  are  American  citizens, 
and  they  deserve  the  name.  I will  venture 
to  say  that  there  are  as  many  lovers  of 
England  and  English  monarchy,  as  there 
are  lovers  of  France  and  French  despotism 
in  the  United  States,  and  as  many  lov- 
ers of  England  in  as  many  square  miles 
in  the  United  States,  as  lovers  of  France 
in  this  territory. 

Sir,  attend  to  the  happy  effects  of  this 
measure  as  it  respects  the  United  States  ; 
we  get  rid  of  the  trouble  and  expence  of 
tiie  territorial  government  ; we  shall  no 
longer  bo  embarrassed  with  territorail 
petitions,  and  territorial  regulations  ; we 
shall  no  longer  hear  of  remonstrances 
against  territorial  governors  and  officers, 
neither  the  cries  ot  the  injured  nor  the 
clamors  of  envy  will  assail  us  ; these  things 
will  be  managed  by  the  state  government. 

1 he  effects  of  this  measure  upon  the  people 
of  the  territory  will  be  still  more  beneficial 
and  salutary  at  a crisis  so  interesting  to  the 
American  people.  Every  man  has  a desire 
for  freedom.  By  dint  of  experience  man 
will  bcome  enlightened.  By  tiie  light  of 
his  own  errors  he  will  become  wise  and 
good.  I he  people  of  this  territory  have 
not  only  a relish  for  independence,  but  they 
have  the  capacitv  ol  enjoying  it.  They 
have  not  only  heard  the  sound  but  they  have 
in  part  enjoyed  the  substance.  Thev  have 
been  some  time  a Legislative  people. 
Their  emancipation  from  a territorial 
government  (will  haie  a most  happy  influ 
ence  upon  the  morals,  the  character  and 
the  intelligence  of  tile  people.  Merit  will 
soon  be  the  test  of  promotion  and  a noble 
emulation  will  check  an  inordinate  passion 
for  gain.  The  spirit  of  liberty  will  soon 
animate  every  bosom  ; and  the  miml  will 
sec  its  own  enlargement.  It  will  increase 
the  physical  force  of  the  nation,  and  it  will 
arm  the  people  with  additional  weapons 
ot  self  preservation. 

Thus,  sir  I have  endeavored  to  prove 
that  no  serious  objection  cau.be  urged  to 
the  passage  of  this  bill,  and  that  by  its  pas- 
sage you  extend  the  blessings  of  indepen- 
dence to  a large  and  respectable  territory 
without  abridging  the  right  of  others.

Prom  Liverpool,  Nov. 

The  situation  of  trade,  which  we 
have  in  all  our  recent  advices  had  occa- 
sion to  deplore,  becomes  worst  almost 
every  week  ; and,  extensive  as  the  ruin 
of  commercial  establishments  has  al- 
ready been,  there  is  still  every  appeal - 
ance  that  it  will  spread  further,  till  the 
whole  of  th at  class  of  merchants,  who 
have  been  trading  on  capitals  raised  by 
means  of  their  own  acceptances,  is  ex- 
tinguished. Their  necessities,  howev- 
er, oblige  them  to  force  their  importa- 
tions on  tiie  market,  whi?h  necessarily 
causes  an  encreasing  depression  of  the 
prices;  and  it  is  therefore  to  be  feared, 
as  long  as  they  continue  to  be  lut  ge  hol- 
ders of  produce,  prices,  though  alrea- 
dy so  low,  wiil  decline.  The  distress, 
so  much  complained  of  lately,  of  the 
unprecedented  sea- city  of  money  is  on- 
ly felt  by  those  whose  business  is  on  too 
large  a scale  lor  their  property,  or  by 
those,  who  have,  oi  late  years  raised;, 
money  with  facility  on  acceptance,  11 
system,  which  we  trust  is  now  at  an 
end.  The  explosion  of  this  system 
must  be  beneficial,  as  it  is  evident,  that 
whilst  the  houses,  of  which  we  have 
been  speaking,  receive  generally  pro- 
duce enough  to  supply  the  market,  ca- 
pitalists are  unable  to  give  any  direction 
to  it.  i hose  who  must  sell  in  order  to 
meet  their  engagements,  oblige  others 
to  do  the  same,  who  have  no  such  ne- 
cessity*, the  only  alt*. r .alive  being  to 
kcep.iheir  goods  in  their  warehouses, 
probably  to  no  advantage,  as  it  is  the 
want  of  money  that  induces  thesaie  and* 
fixes  tiie  prices,  and  not  the  choice  ol 
the  most  favorable  period  for  selling. 
I he  result  of  the  change  which  has  ta- 
ken place,  however,  wiil  be  to  restore 
to  the  capitalists  that  control)!  over  the 
markets,  without  wi  tch  the  supplies 
derived  from  foreign  quarters,  must 
continue  to  be  sacrificed  to  meet  the  exi- 
gencies of  the  importers.

'1  her  have 
entirely  laid  wade,  burnt  and  deftroyed 
70  leagues  of  territory  ; a circuit  fiance— 
which  ftiews  to  tiie  continent  the  fate  it 
would  experience,  if  they  fhouid  ever  ob- 
tain any  influence  there.  Portugal  hs» 
been  treatid  like  Bengal,  after  the  Indian 
fa  ffiion. 

As  for  the  reft,  the  Englifli  occupy,  at 
the  gates  of  Lisbon,  a ftroi’g  position  co- 
vered with  redoubts,  in  which  they  have 
collefted  cannon  of  every  kind  that  thc»- 
could  procure.  '1  he  prince  of  Esslii  g 
drove  them  at  tiie  point  of  tiie  bayonrt 
from  Ameida  to  the  capital,  that  is  to  say, 
for  a space  of  80  leagues.

A meffage  from  the  Prelident  of  the 
United  States  will  be  found  under  the 
congrrBional  head  of  Wednefday,  from 
which  we  learn  that  the  United  States 
frigate  Eff.x  arrived  in  France  on  the  4th 
of  December,  but  from  the  want  of  a bill 
of  health  did  uot  laud  her  dispatches,  See. 
until  the  9th. 

We  learn  from  the  fame  fource,  that 
two  American  veff.-ls, t he  Orleans  packet 
and  the  Friendship,  were  feized  at  Bour- 
deaux, the  one  before  the  6th  and  the 
other  before  the  14th  December. 

Now,  although  at  first  fight  it  would 
.appear  that  the  feizure  of  thofe  veffels 
was  proof  of  a determination  to  revive  or 
prolong  the  operation  of  the  Berlin  and 
Milan  decrees— yet,  are  we  confident 
thar  thefe  cafes  weie  comprehended  under 
thofe  decrees  ? The  Orleans  packet  had 
attempted  to  enter  th*  Mediterranean  ; 
but,  after  being  fome  time  at  Gibralter, 
had  changed  her  destination  for  Bour- 
deaux. When  she  arrived  there,  she  was 
feiz.-d,  more  than  probably  under  the  sus- 
p cion  or  certainty  oj  having  received  on 
board  British  goods,  the  importation  of 
which  into  France  is  penal.  The  schoon- 
er Friendship  ic  appears,  was  loaded  with 
colonial  produce,  the  importation  of  which 
is  partially  interdic  ed  These  feisvrn 
.iicu  may  nave  been  made  under  tne  Ber- 
lin and  Milan  decrees.  If  made  under 
the  Berlin  and  Milan  decees,  it  may 
have  been  luppcfed,  considering  the 
l ngtb  of  time  intervening  between  the  1st 
of  August  and  the  6th  of  December,  and 
no  intelligence  having  arrived  of  the  revi- 
val of  tne  non-intercourse  against  Great 
Britain  by  the  United  States,  or  of  the 
repeal  of  their  orders  in  council  by  Great 
Britain  ; it  may  have  been  supposed  we 
fay,  that  the  government  of  tlie  United 
States  did  not  think  proper  to  avail  i-.felf 
of  the  promise  held  forth  by  the  Due  de 

Cadore,  in  his  letter  of  the  9th  August. 

Whatever  may  be  the  fact,  it  appears  at 
least  that  thofe  feixure3  had  not  received 
rhe  sanction  of  the  Emperor , were  not 
final,  and  must,  under  the  circumfiances, 
until  confirmed,  be  ronfidered  as  ^“vio- 
lent proceeding?”  of  an  individual 

At  tfe  time  of  :iie  feizure  ot  the  first 
vcflel,  the  Effcx  had  not  arrived  ; at  the 
time  of  the  seizure  of  the  fecond,  the 
news  of  her  arrival  had  not  reached  Paris. 

Determined  to  fulfil  our  own  engage 
mrnts  wirn  good  faith,  we  are  to  conlider 
others  polTeffed  of  the  fame  dispofilion  un 
til  we  have  proof  to  the  contrary.  Is 
this  proof  to  be  found  in  two  ifolated  ca- 
fes of  feizure,  both  ot  which  may  have 
aiifen  from  causes  wholly  unconnected 
with  the  Berlin  and  Milan  decrees  ! We 
apprehend  not.  We  canno;  fo  readily 
•ul'pect  any  government  ot  the  duplic-cy 
of  luring  our  veffels  into  her  ports  with  a 
delign  as  lyftematic  as  that'of  the  hunts- 
man when  he  Ipieads  his  toils  to  (nare 
the  prey.  No  ; We  will  not  without 
further  proof  fuppose  that  the  French  £m- 
peror  deligns  to  violate  or  evade  his  io- 
lemn  engagement  to  the  U.  States. 

We  cannot  but  expect  that  the  first 
eaflerly  wind  will  waft  us  the  intelligence, 
that  the  decrees  of  Berlin  and  Milan  were 
formally  annulled  on  the  receipt  of  the 
Prelident’s  proclamation  of  the  i»t  No- 
vember It.  contrary  to  all  rational  cal- 
culation. it  shall  not  lie  the  cafe,  it  will 
then  rest  wi;h  congress  to  repc..!  the  law 
under  whichthe  proclamation  of  the  Prel-y 
ident  was  ifiued,  or  take  such  other  Heps 
as  the  public  interest  (hall  appear  to  them 
to  require.
